communities must go to work In 
earnest to clean up filthy condi- 
tions If the disease is to be halted. 


Dr. Cox disclaimed that there Is 


any mystery connected with the 
disease and warned against citi- 
zens becdmlnfi excited and panicky 


Disease Like Mad Dog, 


"If a mad dog comes Into a com- 


munity, it won't do a bit of good 
for everybody to climb a telephone 
pole," he said. "The only solution 
is to kill the mod dog. This disease 
Is no exception." 


The disease spreading In San An- 


tonio and Corpus Chrlsti is one 
of two maladies, either pollomye- 
elitlfl of encephalitis, which Is trans- 
mitted by flies and mosquitoes and 
Is a direct result of unsanitary con- 
ditions. 


Fourteen state health department 


employees are working with city 
health officials in San Antonio and 
two are at Corpus Chrlsti. 
The 


laboratories at the department to- 
day began examining specimens 
brought here from San Antonio In 
connection with the case. 


Clean-up Said Vital. 


"Until recently It was generally 


believed that Polio Is transmitted 
by means of discharges from the 
respiratory tract," Dr. Cox said.

Uncertain On Laws 


With respect to MB puzzlement, 


he said he "cannot clearly see the 
answer to these questions, and we 
find 
that members of the board 


are also somewhat uncertain as to 
what laws cover their activities." 


Here Is what the auditor asked 


and what the attorney general an- 
swered: 


Q. Where is the board supposed 


to be? 


A. The members must have lived 


In Texas for at least two years be- 
fore their appointment. Otherwise, 
the law sayeth not. 


Can't Remit Fines 


Q. The board has been remitting 


fines and forfeitures (such as finea 


ed for game law violations) 


and reinstating drivers licenses. 
Is that Hoyle? 


A. No. 
Q. Who cun get copies of pris- 


oners' records from the prison sys- 
tem or the board, and how would 
anybody go about getting such rec- 
ords? 


A. Anybody who Is 
Interested 


can get the records, provided he's 
reasonable about it and provided 
the fellow who keeps the records 
wants to dig them up for him. 


Interviewing Prisoners 


Q. Who can ask prisoners for an 


interview, and how's the right way 
to do it? 


A. Anybody who has a business, 


legal, 
or 
family interest In 
the 


prisoner may nee him. If a pros- 
pective visitor gets shooed off by 
the Warden, he can sue. 


Q. About the forms "proclama- 


tion for clemency" and "proclama- 
tion by Governor to revoke clem- 
ency": Are they worded according 
to law, or aren't they? 


A. Well, now, that depends. In 


the proclamation 
for 
clemency 


there 10 a provision that upon its 
revocation the time during which 
the convict it at large under any 
previous clemency shall not be con- 


sidered or credited to the conrlot 
as time served on his original sen- 
tence. The validity of this provi- 
sion depends upon the character 
of clemency previously granted to 
the convict on the same sentence. 
Therefore, this provision will have 
to be considered In the light of the 
facts In each* case. 


See?Forms Are Complicated 
Now about the revocation form. 


It contains this .language: "Sub- 
ject, however, to the right of the 
Governor to s.et aside this revoca- 
tion at any time for any time for 
any cause that the Governor may 
determine adequate." 


A Governor can't do that, and 


the quoted part ought to come out 
of the form. 


Q. There is BO much law about 


the board that we can't figure out 
which ones apply and which ones 
don't. Can you? 


A. That's a 
broad 
statement, 


Besides, It's abstract. 


We don't go. Into It here, but If 


you'll ask us something specific 
well oblige.
